(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Parker 
(5,864,757).

2/no. 20) addressable with reference to identifying data and having memory locations 
(see fig. 2/no. 40) for storing the identifying data comprising a processor (see fig. 2/no. 
22) responsive to a code (see fig. 4/no. 116, col. 7/ln. 29-37) for controlling the storage 
of identifying data in the memory locations, the processor being responsive to an 
incoming signal (see fig. 4/no. 120, col. 9/ln. 4-5) addressing the device with reference 
to the stored identification data to change the code (see fig. 5/no. 152-158, col. 9/ln. 9- 
19) for subsequently controlling the storage of identification data in the memory 
locations (col. 6/ln. 29-col. 9/ln. 29). 

As per claims 2 and 11, Par/cer disclosed the limitation(s) of claims 2 and 11 (col. 
6/ln. 29-col. 9/ln. 29). 

As per claims 3, 12, and 20, Par/cer disclosed the limitation(s) of claims 2 and 1 1 
(col. 6/ln. 29-col. 9/ln. 29). 
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As per claims 4, 13, and 21-22, Par/cer disclosed the limitation(s) of claims 2 and 
11 (col. 6/ln. 29-col. 9/ln. 29). 

As per claims 5 and 14, Panfcer disclosed the limitation(s) of claims 2 and 1 1 (col. 
6/ln. 29-col. 9/ln. 29). 

As per claims 6 and 15, Par/cer disclosed the limitation(s) of claims 2 and 1 1 (col. 
6/ln. 29-col. 9/ln. 29). 

As per claims 7 and 16, Par/cer disclosed the limitation(s) of claims 2 and 1 1 (col. 
6/ln. 29-col. 9/ln. 29). 

As per claims 8 and 17, Par/cer disclosed the limitation(s) of claims 2 and 1 1 (col. 
6/ln. 29-col. 9/ln. 29). 

As per claims 9 and 18, Par/cer disclosed the limitation(s) of claims 2 and 1 1 (col.
